Teachers  Call  Recess; 
Protest  For  More  Fauds 


TEACHERS’  STRIKES  stalled 
Utah’s  public  school  system  Mon- 
day. 

Demonstrations  in  support  of 
school  integration  were  staged 
throughout  New  York  state  in 
observance  of  the  10th  anniver- 
sary of  the  Supreme  Court’s 
historic  school  desegregation 
decision. 

MANY  OF  UTAH’S  40  districts 
closed  schools  for  the  day  be- 
cause not  enough  teachers  -show- 
ed up  to  man  the  classrooms. 

The  Utah  Education  Associa- 
tion called  the  strike,  which  it 
labeled  a “Two-day  recess,”  in 
protest  against  Gov.  George  D. 
Clyde’s  refusal  to  call  the  state 
legislature  into  special  session 
to  appropriate  $6  million  in  emer. 
gency  funds  for  the  next  school 
year. 

THE  TEACHERS’  organization 
and  Clyde  have  quarrelled  for 
seven  years  over  the  quality  of 
education  in  Utah. 

The  walkout  was  reported  100 
per  cent  effective  in  some  schools 
in  the  heavily  populated  Salt 
Lake  City  area  and  ranged  down- 
ward to  about  50  per  cent  effect- 
ive in  some  out-state  districts. 
Some  schools  remained  open  with 
the  help  of  substitute  teachers

New  Stretch  Fabrics 
Rage  Fashion  World 


An  expanding  choice  for  your 
fashion  and  furnishing  dollars 
has  hit  the  market  through  the 
introduction  of  the  new  stretch 
fabrics. 

The  fastest-growing  segment 
of  textile  industry,  fashion  ex- 
perts hail  them  as  the  biggest 
trend  since  wash  and  wear. 
Market  researchers  predict  that 
by  1968,  one  out  of  every  five 
garments  in  the  stores  will  be 
stretch. 

What  puts  the  stretch  into 
stretch?  Most  woven  ^tretch  fab- 
rics are  blends  of  cotton,  wool  or 
some  other  traditional  fiber,  with 
a textured  nylon  filament  that 
has  been  twisted  into  a coil,  then 
heat-set  to  retain  its  crimp — 
much  like  a permanet  wave.  The 
blend  retains  the  appearance  and 
feel  of  the  traditional  fabric,  but 
adds  the  advantages  of  stretch. 

SIMPUIFYS  SIZING 

Stretch  garments  simply  sizing, 
but  they  do  not  come  in  one  size 
to  fit  everybody.  The  idea  of 
stretch  is  not  to  provide  a skin- 
tight  fit,  but  to  create  clothes  that 
move  more  easily  with  the  body. 

Some  of  the  newest  creations 
from  stretch  are  far  from  skin 
tight— in  fact,  their  stretch  is 
hidden  so  they  look  like  clothes 
made  from  conventional  material. 
The  difference  between  the  two  is 
tlie  way  the  stretch  garments 
yield  and  then  recover  as  the 
wearer  bends,  reaches  or  sits 
down. 

The  stretch  concept  itself  is  not 
now.  Knit  stretch  fabrics  made 
their  appearance  some  years  ago 
in  socks  and  stretch  ski  pants. 
It  is  the  newer  woven  stretch  fab- 
rics, sometimes  called  “tailored 
stretch”  which  are  causing  all  the 
fashion  furor. 

Unlike  some  of  the  earlier  knit 
stretch,  tailor  stretch  does  not 
mold  itself  around  the  figure.  In- 
stead, it  is  woven  with  the  ability 
to  give  at  knees,  elbows  and  other 
points  of  strain,  then  snap  right 


back  into  shape.  This  flexibility 
means  more  than  just  comfort, 
tailored  stretch  garments  are  ex- 
pected to  wear  longer  than  con- 
ventional clothes. 

STRETCH  COSTS  MORE 

Because  of  the  built-in  comfort 
and  longer-wearing  qualities  a 
good  stretch  garment  will  cost 
more  than  a garment  made  of 
non-stretch  fabric. 

Stretch  fabric  has  been  used  in 
more  garments  than  the  familiar 
stretch  pants.  Blue  jeans,  swim 
suits,  dinner  dresses,  uniforms, 
shirts,  casual  outfits  and  business 
clothes  have  joined  the  list  of 
stretch  garments. 

In  addition  to  clothes,  stretch 
fabrics  for  upholstery  purposes, 
slip  covers  and  stretch  sheets  are 
expected  to  become  an  important 
part  of  home  furnishings  market 
in  the  next  few  years. 

What  does  all  this  “stretch” 
mean  to  you?  A recent  survey 
revealed  campus  males  and  fe- 
males alike  seemed  to  think  the 
only  garment  in  the  stretch 
market  was  stretch  pants.  As  to 
their  opinion  of  the  stretch  fabric, 
most  girls  like  the  comfort 
stretch  put  into  the  clothes.  One 
coed,  added,  “but  you  have  to 
look  good  in  them  to  wear  them. 
If  a girl  isn’t  trim,  she  shouldn’t 
wear  them.” 

MADE  COMMENTS  SEVIILAR 

Male  comments  were  quite 
similar  to  the  females.  The  bays 
emphatically  agreed  that  “it  de- 
pends on  the  girl  whether  or  not 
she  should  wear  stretch  pants.” 
“They  look  real  comfortable,  and 
on  some  girls  real  sharp,”  an- 
swered one  male  respondant. 

Most  males  had  never  heard  of 
the  streach  put  into  men’s  shirts 
but  said  that  it  sounded  like  a 
good  idea. 

Even  though  stretch  pants 
were  thought  to  be  comfortable 
most  respondants  felt  that  there 
is  a time  and  place  to  wear  them. 
That  place  is  not  the  library.

They  did  it  again!  The  BYU 
rodeo  team  riding  on  the  crest  of 
five  consecutive  wins  without  a 
loss  picked  up  their  sixth  victory 
last  weekend  at  Pocatello,  Idaho. 

LEAVING  immediately  after 
performing  in  the  BYU  show  Fri- 
day evening,  the  wranglers  drove 
to  Pocatello  to  compete  in  the 
Idaho  State  contest,  winning  it 
thumbs  down.  It  was  the  BYU 
team’s  second  win  of  the  week- 
end. They  won  the  12th  Annual 
BYU  Intercollegiate  Rodeo  held 
Friday  and  Saturday  with  a 438 
point  output. 

BYU  picked  up  466  points  at 
the  Idaho  State  University  at 
Pocatello,  easily  outdistancing 
their  closest  opponent  Ricks  Col- 
lege who  came  up  with  360  points.

BYU  will  enter  the  national 
finals  with  one  of  the  highest 
total  outputs  in  the  nation  and 
stand  a better  than  equal  chance 
of  bringing  home  to  BYU  the  Na- 
t i o n a 1 Intercollegiate  Rodeo 
championship.
